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At the end of the year under review an event occurred of particular moment 
for the history of medicine. Dr Peter Williams's retirement as Director was a 
watershed event not only for The Wellcome Trust, but also for the history of 


medicine in Great Britain. 


Those of us who worked with him over the years would wish to pay tribute to 
the forceful and effective way in which he encouraged growth and 
development in the field. First, as the principal mediator between the 
Wellcome Institute and the Wellcome Trustees, he enabled a strong and 
effective policy committee system to take root and flourish. Secondly, he 
facilitated the setting-up and growth of the University units, and the general 
grants programme. Thirdly, on the basis of his own very individual interests, 
he encouraged and supported current developments in the history of recent 


medical science. 


During a period of great change, and consequent stress, his powerful influence 
helped to ensure for the Institute first-class temporary accommodation and a 


generous share of the refurbished Wellcome Building. 


The new Director of The Wellcome Trust, Dr Bridget Ogilvie, has made plain 
her support for the continued health and welfare of the Institute in particular, 


and of medical history in general.

Several personnel changes this past year remind one that staff at the Institute 
do not necessarily stay for ever. Richard Palmer was translated (so to speak) to 
Lambeth Palace as Librarian in March. He had found that the demands of the 
Department of Western Manuscripts in the library had increasingly 
preoccupied him, but staff of the Unit will miss his scholarly presence and dry 
wit. Five months later, Christine Stevenson accepted a lectureship in the 
history of art and architecture at the University of Reading. This was a great 
tribute to her academic achievements but she also possesses superb editorial 
skills which she had placed in the service of Medical History for almost four 
years. Her replacement as Assistant Editor, Caroline Tonson Rye (chosen 
from a field of 130 applicants), will ensure the same high production 


standards. Caroline brings to the job vast experience in publishing, 
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an academic background in Latin American literature, and previous brief 
experience at the Wellcome Institute a couple of decades ago, as the then 
Librarian's secretary. She began on 30 September 1991, just in time to be 


formally included in the present Report. 


Technically speaking, the date of Lindsay Granshaw's resignation falls within 
the 1991-92 Report, but it must be mentioned here. There was always the 
assumption that Lindsay would leave to go directly to Parliament or some 
other high political office. This will undoubtedly come, but in the meantime 
she has decided to retire for a time into private life, encouraged in this by two 
charming sons, the second of whom was born in November 1990. She had 
developed a popular course in the history of modern medicine and has a 
number of important articles in the press, so her name will continue to grace 
the staff publications list for some time to come. Her teaching during her 
maternity leave was ably carried out by Anne Hardy, a Wellcome Post- 
doctoral Fellow, who also agreed at short notice to continue as a temporary 
lecturer in 1991-92. Another temporary lecturer, James McGeachie, taught 
Dr Bynum's undergraduate course, as part of the arrangements for his research 


leave during the autumn term, 1990-91. 


In November 1990, Betty Kingston retired to Bath. She had come to the 
Institute from the Wellcome Foundation, to be Sir William Paton's part-time 
secretary. Following Sir William's retirement, she was persuaded to become 
Dr Bynum's secretary, and to go from part-time to something rather more 
than full-time. She earned her retirement several times over, but her 
replacement, Sally Bragg, was already familiar with the Institute and, like 


Betty, is someone who considers the job rather than the clock. 


As if these changes were not enough, Janice Wilson was lured from the 


Research Assistantship to the Library, where her professional library 
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qualification can be put to better use. The Library's gain is the Unit's loss, as 

Janice is wonderfully efficient and dedicated. The loss has been mitigated by 

the appointment of Caroline Prentice, whose training in archaeology has been 
no bar to her speedy assimilation of the principles and practice of medical 


historical research. 
It is hoped that this section will not be so long in next year's report. 


In addition to the core academic and support staff, the Wellcome's academic 
family is swelled by postdoctoral Fellows, visiting scholars and research 
students, who are frequently to be found in the Postgraduate Centre in the 
Rockefeller Building. There were four Wellcome Postdoctoral Research 
Fellows during 1990-91:

In addition, several other scholars were based in the Postgraduate Centre. 
Professor Kan-Wen Ma has been granted political asylum, which has enabled 


him to contribute his work on Anglo-Chinese medical connections in the 
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nineteenth and early twentieth centuries, and, with the aid of a grant from the 
ESRC, to contribute to a project with Dr Sheila Hillier of the Royal London 
Hospital School of Medicine, on traditional Chinese medicine. He is an asset 
to his adopted country, and is in great demand as a lecturer. Dr Gillian 
Cronjé has continued her history of the Westminster Group of hospitals, with 
the support of the Westminster Hospital Special Trustees. She will concentrate 
her monograph on the twentieth-century history of the hospital group, a period 
of dramatic change but one often inadequately covered in ordinary hospital 
histories. Dr Frank Prochaska's history of the King Edward Hospital Fund 
for London is being published by Oxford University Press. Dr Cathy 
Crawford now divides her time between the Institute and the University of 
Essex, where she holds a Wellcome Teaching Fellowship. Dr Milton Lewis, of 
the Department of Public Health at the University of Sydney, spent a month at 
the Institute while conducting further research into the history of STDs and 
AIDS. Professor Donald Light, of the University of Medicine and Dentistry, 
New Jersey, spent a month with us and delivered a series of lectures, jointly 
sponsored by the Wellcome Institute and the LSHTM, entitled ‘Origins and 
Dilemmas of American Health Care’ at the London School of Hygiene. Dr 
M. John Thearle, a clinical neonatal paediatrician at the University of 
Queensland, spent a six-month sabbatical with us to pursue a research interest 
into the evolution of modern neonatal care. Dr Doris Zallen, Associate 
Professor of Science Studies and Humanities at Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
and State University, was also on sabbatical and used the Institute's facilities to 


further her research into the history of twentieth-century genetics. 


As always, the Library has been used and the Unit's Academic Programme well 
attended by a large number of local scholars this year. These include Antonio 
Clericuzio, Magda Whitrow, Logie Barrow, Charles Burnett, S.C. Banerjee, 
Helen King, David Zuck, John Ford, Susan Williams, A.L. Wyman, Noel 
Coley, Helen Brock and W.J.G. Meldrum. 
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The Wellcome Trust's Twentieth-Century Medical History Group has 
continued to involve several members of the staff, especially Dr Tilli Tansey. 
This group, presently based at the Royal College of Physicians, is under the 
direction of Sir Christopher Booth and a management committee which 
includes Dr Stephen Lock, lately Editor of the BMJ, and Dr Bynum. It has 
continued to hold a monthly seminar which brings historians together with 
medical scientists and clinicians. The group will be more closely integrated into 


the Institute's activities when the move back into 183 Euston Road is effected. 


The Academic Unit continues as an active centre for postgraduate study. 
Three theses were completed and/or examined during 1990-91. Dr Tansey's 
was noted as being completed last year. It was examined by Dr Robert Olby 
of the University of Leeds and Dr James Secord of Imperial College. After 
working temporarily as Research Assistant to the Academic Unit during 
January 1991, Anne Darlington successfully completed her University of 
London Ph.D. thesis 'The Teaching of Anatomical Instruction at the Royal 
Academy of Arts and the Cultural Consequences of Art-Anatomy Practices, 
circa 1768-1782'. She was appointed part-time Lecturer in Art History at 
Boston University's London site, then left to take up a permanent lectureship 
in British History at the University of Tunisia at Sousse. Maria Quine, 
supervised by Dr Neve for the Department of History, wrote her dissertation 


on Italian eugenics and social policy in the pre-Mussolini era.

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Sadly, Charles Gordon died before finishing his research into the life and 
career of Sir John Pringle (1707-1782). He was the oldest research student in 
the Unit, having taken a History degree at Cambridge before World War II. 
He was also one of the most energetic, with a vast enthusiasm for his subject 
and for modern technology. He had collected a massive amount of material 
on Pringle and his circle and it is hoped that someone will be able to complete 
the Pringle biography from his notes, drafts, and papers, which have been 
kindly donated to the Institute by his family. On a happier note, Sandra 
Cavallo has been appointed to a Wellcome University Award - a five-year 
research fellowship culminating in a permanent teaching post - at the 
University of Exeter. Not many departments have research students who have 
published their autobiographies, but Ann Dally's, published last year, is very 
entertaining, not least about Margaret Thatcher, who was her contemporary as 
an Oxford undergraduate. Other honours of note to the inhabitants of the 
Rockefeller Building include Rowland Fereday's election to Honorary 
Membership of the British Society of Prosthetic Dentistry and Patricia 
Archer's continuing service as Chairman of the Medical Artists’ Association of 


Great Britain. 


In addition to supervising students in the Unit itself, members of staff also 
worked with research students from other departments and institutions. Drs 
Bynum and Lawrence act as advisers to two London University external Ph.D. 
students and Drs Bynum, Nutton and Porter supervise students from the’ 
Department of History, University College London, Cambridge University, 
the Institute of Historical Research, and the Open University. Ph.D. students 
from other institutions frequently gravitate towards the Institute including 
two Yale graduate students, Terrie Romano and Molly Sutphen. Terrie had 
already spent six months in London a few years ago, taking M.Sc. courses to 
supplement her University of Toronto M.Sc. Her Yale Ph.D. thesis is on 


scientific medicine in late Victorian Britain, based on the career of Sir John 
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Scott Burdon Sanderson (1828-1905), whose papers are held at University 
College. Molly is examining aspects of tropical medicine and public health, 
through the career of Sir William Simpson (1855-1931), a small collection of 
whose papers is housed in the Wellcome Institute. Molly won a Fulbright 
Fellowship to continue her work in London in 1991-92. Norris Saakwa 
Manté continued with his research on ideas of race in eighteenth- and 
nineteenth-century Britain, for his Ph.D. from Harvard. The Italian 
connection was maintained by Luca Ciancio, from the University of Bologna, 
who is writing his doctoral thesis on the Enlightenment naturalist Alberto 
Fortis (1741-1803). He has also uncovered a number of important British- 


Italian exchanges during the period. 


Closer to home, two UC students registered in other departments are also 
associated with the Centre. Peter Bartlett, a Canadian lawyer, continued his 
research on the legal dimensions of nineteenth-century British psychiatry, with 
a Wellcome Trust Research Scholarship. He is registered in the Law Faculty. 
From the Philosophy Department, Alexander Zaharopoulos continued his 


investigations into the history of ideas of causation in medicine. 
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ii Research 


The wide range of research topics being pursued by post graduate students, 
postdoctoral Fellows and visiting scholars has been indicated in the previous 
section. Some of the publications deriving from it are listed in the Appendix, 
along with major publications of former associates if the research was carried 
out at the Institute. The research activities of permanent members of staff are 


here described in a little more detail. 


Dr David Allen has found his role as Co-ordinator of the History of 
Medicine Programme of the Wellcome Trust making increasingly heavy calls 
on his time, but his project on the non-written tradition of herbal medicine in 
the British Isles continues to progress. He now gives some of the lectures in 
the M.Sc. course on the history of the life sciences, and continues to serve on 
the Editorial Boards of Archives of Natural History and History and Philosophy 
of the Life Sciences. 


Dr Janet Browne continued her honorary affiliation with the Institute for the 
year and contributed an essay to the 1990 Medical History Supplement on 
Charles Darwin's experiences of hydrotherapy at Malvern. In her other life as 
an editor of Darwin's collected correspondence, she oversaw the compilation 
of volume 7 whick includes the letters relating to the publication and first 
reception of the Origin of Species. The completion of this volume marked her 
retirement from the project to concentrate on writing a major biography of 
Darwin. She will also make a welcome return to part-time teaching at the 


Institute from 1 October 1991. 


Dr W.F. Bynum has continued to work on several aspects of the history of 


medicine since the eighteenth century. During his research leave, in the 
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autumn term, he made substantial progress on his monograph on the 
relationships between science and medicine in the nineteenth century and 
began work on twentieth-century medicine for the Wellcome textbook, The 
Western Medical Tradition, both volumes to be published by Cambridge 
University Press. He continued, with Professor J.L. Heilbron, the 
commentary piece on scientific anniversaries in Nature, and his review 
article on recent work on the history of psychiatric therapy, for Current 


Opinion in Psychiatry. 


The sterling research which Janice Wilson conducted on the careers of 
nineteenth-century medical editors resulted in a collaborative paper, now in 
press; Dr Bynum also attended a symposium in the history of public health 
at Stockholm, gave a paper on nineteenth-century medical case records at a 
symposium in Stuttgart and one on Francis Galton at a Galton Symposium 
in London. He was awarded a Rockefeller Travel Award to visit the 
Rockefeller Archives Center in Tarrytown, New York, where he worked on 
the development of academic medicine in Britain. He continues with Dr 
Nutton to edit Medical History and is on the Editorial Boards of Journal of 
the History of Medicine and Allied Sciences, Psychological Medicine, History of 
Psychiatry and History and Philosophy of the Life Sciences. As if editing 
Medical History were not enough, he and Dr Nutton also edited a volume 
of Clio Medica, on the history of therapeutics. He also sits on the British 
Advisory Board to the Correspondence of Charles Darwin project. He 
represents the Institute on the History of Science, Technology and 
Medicine Grants Panel at the Royal Society and is on the Council of the 
Section of the History of Medicine of the Royal Society of Medicine, to 
which section he was elected to Honorary Membership. He was also 
elected to Membership in the Royal College of Physicians of London 
(MRCP) under Bye-law 115, without examination. 
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Dr Lawrence Conrad's professional activities have continued to involve 
considerable administrative work in professional organisations relating to the 
promotion of the study of medicine in the Middle East. He has acted as 
President of the European Chapter of the International Association for the 
Study of Traditional Asian Medicine (IASTAM) for the second consecutive 
year, and also as a member of the Council of IASTAM-International, based in 
Paris. He has been appointed to the Advisory Council of the Society for Syro- 
Mesopotamian Studies (Oxford), and is involved in efforts to establish a more 
unified approach to the study of Syriac Christian and Arab-Islamic medicine. 
The Sir Henry Wellcome Asian Series, which is co-edited by Dr Conrad (for. 
the Middle East), Dr Dominik Wujastyk (for India and South Asia), and 
Professor Paul Unschuld (of the University of Munich, for China and the Far 
East) and established at the Royal Asiatic Society, expects to have its first 


volumes in print soon. 


Dr Conrad also continues his work as co-Director of the Late Antiquity and 
Early Islam interdisciplinary research project sponsored by the British 
Academy. The second Workshop in this project was convened at the School 
of Oriental and African Studies on 25-27 April 1991, and plans for the third 
(autumn 1992) and fourth (autumn 1993) are already in hand. The 
proceedings of the first Workshop (October 1990) are in page proof 
(Princeton). Dr Conrad has also finished a long-delayed translation (from the 
Arabic) of a seminal study of bedouin life, and a monograph on conceptions 
of epidemic disease in early Islam (in particular on the doctrine of contagion 
and the relation of Islamic thinking on such subjects to that of earlier societies) 


has been accepted for publication by Walter de Gruyter in Berlin. 


The cataloguing of the Wellcome Arabic manuscript collection continues, and 
Dr Conrad is also pursuing his research in the Khalidi Library in the Old City 


of Jerusalem. This past academic year did not allow for as much work in 
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Jerusalem as had been hoped, but important manuscript finds continue to 
appear, including works by Ibn al-Baytar and al-Majusi. Over the past 
year he has lectured in London, Princeton, Berkeley, Amsterdam, and 


Oxford. 


Dr Lindsay Granshaw was on maternity leave for part of the year. She has 
since completed papers on the development and reception of antisepsis in 
Britain (for a volume edited by John Pickstone), the history of surgery (for a 
volume edited by C.J. Lawrence), and a chapter on ‘Hospitals’ for the 
forthcoming Encyclopaedia of the History of Medicine, edited by Roy Porter and 
W.F. Bynum. She has written book reviews for Medical History and The 
Journal for the Social History of Medicine. She spoke to a meeting at Guy's 
Hospital of medical students from around the country on the history of the 


National Health Service. 


As mentioned above, Dr Anne Hardy interrupted her postdoctoral research 
on the history of the London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine to 
teach Dr Granshaw's course and supervise four students in their C7 project. 
In addition, she completed the revision of her book on public health in 


nineteenth-century London and submitted it to Oxford University Press. 


Dr Christopher Lawrence completed three papers for his edited history of 
surgery, the manuscript of which was delivered in June. In January he was 
an invited speaker at the Joseph Banks Conference, ‘Visions of Empire’, at 
the Clark Library, UCLA. In April he spent three weeks as Visiting 
Professor at the History of Medicine department, UCSF, where he lectured 
and gave seminars. He was also invited to the 2nd Australian History of 
Medicine Conference at Perth, where he spoke on scurvy and the Navy. He 


also broadcast on Australian radio. He is currently external examiner for the 
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new Manchester B.Sc. in the History of Medicine. He remains on the 
Editorial Board of Annals of Science and on the Council of the British 
Society for the History of Science and continues to serve as Secretary to the 
Board of Studies in the History of Science, Technology, Medicine and the 
Philosophy of Science for the University of London. He also continues to 


act as Course Tutor for intercalated students. 


Mr James McGeachie taught the B12, ‘Man's Place in Nature’ course while 
Dr Bynum was on sabbatical and also acted as supervisor for four C7 
dissertations. In July, he gave a series of lectures on Darwin, natural 
theology and scientific naturalism at the Cambridge University Board of 
Extra-Mural Studies International Summer School. At the end of 
September he moved to Belfast, where he is completing his book on Arthur 
Balfour (1848-1930) and scientific naturalism. 


As well as continuing with his various teaching obligations for the Unit (C21, 
E Paper, M.Sc.), Dr Michael Neve taught the M.A. in Victorian Studies at 
Birkbeck College and acted as external examiner for two undergraduate 
history of science courses at Imperial College. Dr Neve attended the first 
International Congress on the History of Psychiatry in Hertogenbosch in 
October 1990. With Dr Christine Stevenson, he organised the Wellcome 
Symposium, ‘Medical Attitudes to Sexuality’ in June 1991. He was an 
invited participant at the sixteenth Taniguchi Symposium in Japan in 
September 1991, on the History of Psychiatric Diagnoses. He presented 
papers to the History of Ideas Seminar, King's College Cambridge, March 
1991; (with Dr T.H. Turner) to the Wellcome Research Seminar, February 
1991, and to the Polish Medical Society, August 1991. With Dr Roy Porter, 
he acted as historical consultant to the BBC2 series entitled 'Madness'’, 
presented by Dr Jonathan Miller. He also appeared on the BBC World 


Service and in a television series on the history of colours for BBC2. 
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Dr Vivian Nutton travelled widely, lecturing on "The contact between 
civilisations’ at the first International Conference on Medicine in the Great 
Maritime Discoveries and World Health, Lisbon, September 1990; on ‘The 
anatomy of the soul in the sixteenth century’, the Keynote address at the 
fourth Pennsylvania Renaissance Conference, State College, Pa., October 
1990 (he also lectured at four other American universities); on 'Case-histories 
in the Early Renaissance’, Robert Bosch Institut fiir Geschichte der Medizin, 
Stuttgart, September 1991. He also visited the Sudhoff Institute, Leipzig, on 
behalf of the Wellcome Trust Library Panel during April 1991 and visited 
libraries at Zeitz and Zwickau in the course of work on Renaissance Galenism. 
He attended meetings in Copenhagen, June 1991, and in Strasbourg, 
September 1991, to found the European Association of Historians of 
Medicine and Health. He spoke on BBC Radio 2 on the subject of medicine 
in the reign of Henry VIII and advised an Open University programme on the 
Renaissance. He also gave lectures to learned societies and educational 
establishments in Manchester, Liverpool, Oxford, Glasgow, Leeds, Exeter, St. 
Albans and Durham, as well as London. He continues to co-edit Medical 
History, and to sit on the Wellcome Trust's History of Medicine Grants & 
Units Panel. As in previous years, his research interests and publications span 


a couple of millennia and a large number of topics. 


As mentioned above, Dr Richard Palmer left the Institute in March 1991, 
when he was appointed Librarian and Archivist at Lambeth Palace. He will 
retain his contact through an Honorary Research Fellowship at University 
College, and through the Medical Archives and Manuscripts Survey, to 


which he still contributes. 


Dr Roy Porter, apart from ‘producing the usual plethora of books and 
articles, organised symposia on the History of Medical Ethics, Medical 


Popularization, Narcotics, and Medicine and Politics at the Wellcome 
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Institute. He completed his spell (with Dr Neve) as historical consultant to 
the BBC2 programme 'Madness', presented by Jonathan Miller, and made 
BBC radio programmes about the history of prisons and the illness and 
death of Mozart. In addition to his usual teaching commitments, he gave 
lectures at Harvard, UCLA, Montreal, Toronto, Yale, Iowa and Pittsburgh, 
and most places in Great Britain. He edits History of Science, co-edits 
History of Psychiatry and has been instrumental in establishing a European 


Association for the History of Psychiatry. 


Dr Christine Stevenson read a paper, 'Civic rivalry in Scotland: general 
hospitals and lunatic asylums in Glasgow and Edinburgh before 1850’, to the 
Conference of the Deutsche Gesellschaft fiir Krankenhausgeschichte in Vienna 
in October, and introduced and chaired (with Michael Neve) the Wellcome 
Symposium ‘History of Medical Attitudes to Sexuality’ in June. As already 
noted, she resigned as Deputy Editor of Medical History at the end of August 


to lecture on Northern European art and architecture at Reading University. 


Dr Tilli Tansey was appointed Honorary Archivist of the Physiological 
Society, and a member of the Society's Historical Studies Fund 
Subcommittee. She was also a regular contributor of historical articles to the 
Society's Newsletter. She became Secretary of the Twentieth Century 
History Group based at the Royal College of Physicians, working for Sir 
Christopher Booth and organising a monthly series of seminars, co-editing 
the Newsletter and co-organising a Summer School Programme. She is a 
Member of the Board of Studies in Physiology at the University of London. 
She lectured at various London medical schools; organised a commem- 
orative display at Charing Cross Hospital medical school for a Physiological 
Society visit; contributed to the Wellcome programme of events, giving a 
work - in progress seminar and writing the introduction and a paper at the 


Neurosciences Symposium in April, which she also co-organised.

Dr Andrew Wear has continued to widen his research on early modern 
medicine. He has developed a new course for the intercalated B.Sc. students on 
‘Colonial and Empire Medicine’ which ranges from the late fifteenth century to 
the present, and is perhaps the first such course to be offered. The topic is also 
providing a fruitful area of research. He has delivered papers on the 
popularisation of medicine in England in the early modern period, on the 
relationship between religion and medicine in the Renaissance, and on health 
and the environment in the early English settlements in America (the latter for 
the conference on ‘Frontiers of European Culture’ held in Aberdeen). He has 
edited with Dr Roger French the volume British Medicine in an Age of Reform. 
He was asked to examine a Ph.D. thesis at Trinity College, Dublin and an 
M.Litt. thesis at King's College, Aberdeen. He continues on the Editorial 


Board of Renaissance Studies. 


Medical History came through the change of Assistant Editor unscathed. In 
1991 volume 35, consisting of 500 pages, was published. Eighty-four scholars 
reviewed 118 books, and 36 external referees, plus Institute staff and Fellows, 
helped to referee the 40 manuscripts submitted (acceptance rate 70%). 
Published articles were on such diverse subjects as surgery in Mesopotamia, 
surgical shock in World War I, the diagnosis of fever, and the Ospedale de 
Santa Maria in early sixteenth-century Florence. The volume also contained 
32 book notices. The decline in the number of manuscripts submitted (down 
from 53 in 1989-90) is potentially worrying. It is probably due to the 
existence of a second British journal in the field (Social History of Medicine), 
plus the steady publication of collections of essays on a single theme, which 


syphon off a good deal of material from peer-reviewed journals. 


The 1990 hardback Supplement to Medical History was a collection of essays 
edited by Dr Roy Porter on the medical history of waters and spas. It was 
based on an earlier symposium held at the Institute and has been favourably 


reviewed in THES and London Review of Books. 
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Two new volumes have appeared in the Wellcome Institute Series in the 
History of Medicine: Waltraud Ernst, Mad Tales from the Raj and Roger 
French and Andrew Wear (eds.), British Medicine in an Age of Reform. The 


number of titles presently in the series is thirteen:

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In an effort to raise the American profile of the series, and to recruit authors 
from North America, Professor Harold Cook of the University of Wisconsin 
has accepted an invitation to join Drs Bynum and Porter in overseeing the 
series. These volumes are published by Routledge, the firm which also 
publishes the Tavistock Classic Reprints in the History of Psychiatry, in 
which eight titles have so far appeared, including four in the year under 
review. These were: Andrew Scull (ed.), The Asylum as Utopia, Michael 
MacDonald (ed.), Witchcraft and Hysteria in Elizabethan London; Ruth 
Harris (ed.), Charcot's Clinical Lectures on the Diseases of the Nervous System 
(1878); and Roy Porter (ed.), The English Malady. The volumes which 
have already appeared were noted in the 1988-89 Annual Report. Drs 


Bynum and Porter are the General Editors of the Tavistock series.

iii Teaching 


Postgraduate and post doctoral supervision has already been noted in Section 
I. In addition, the Unit continued to be responsible for an active 
undergraduate teaching programme, offered through University College and 
available to science, medicine and arts students. A taught postgraduate course, 
the M.Sc. in the History of Science, Medicine and Technology, is offered 
through the London Centre for the History of Science, Medicine and 
Technology, of which the Unit is a constituent part. The Unit collaborates in 
teaching this course with the Department of History and Philosophy of 
Science at University College, the History of Science and Technology Group 
at Imperial College, and the Department of Public Understanding of Science 
at the Science Museum. It is a one-year full-time or two-year part-time course 
which attracts between fifteen and twenty students each year. The’ Wellcome 
Unit offers two of the specialist seminars, one on the history of medicine and 


the other on the history of the life sciences. 


The undergraduate teaching programme is centred around the courses which 
medical students may choose to take as part of the optional ‘intercalated’ year 
which leads to the B.Sc. degree. As the Medical Research Council's support of 
the intercalated programmes has gradually diminished, the Wellcome Trust 
has generously assumed the principal burden of providing studentships for our 
students. Traditionally, almost all of these have come from the medical 
schools of the University of London. However, the occasional student from a 
provincial medical school has enrolled for the intercalated course. A change in 
university regulations now makes it possible for any student who has 
satisfactorily completed Part II of the M.B. course in any medical school in 
Great Britain to intercalate for a year and be eligible for a London B.Sc. 
degree. As word spreads, we can anticipate an intake from a much greater 


number of potential students, although there is some concern that the course 
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will lose some of its distinction if it grows too large. Despite present 
government philosophy, bigger does not necessarily mean better. Interest 
throughout the University of London remains vigorous and in 1990-91 29 
students from most of the medical schools of London University read for the 
History of Medicine intercalated degree. This compares with 24 and 28 
during the previous two sessions. The standard of performance was excellent, 
even if the temporary arrangements during the Wellcome Building 


refurbishment are hardly ideal.

The individual papers which intercalated students take are offered through the 
Department of Anatomy and Developmental Biology and are available to 
science students and intercalated medical students reading other subjects. 
Each course carries a half-unit of credit and is examined by assessed essays and 
a three-hour examination paper. Dr Wear has developed a new course, 
bringing the number of formally taught courses available to medical students 
to seven. Students reading the History of Medicine intercalated degree are 
required to take Anatomy C20, C22, C100, C111 and C7 (the research 


project), plus at least one of the other papers. 


1. Anatomy C20: Medicine, Disease and Society, Antiquity to Renaissance, 
20 lectures, Dr Nutton (33 students). 


2. Anatomy C21: Madness and Society, 
23 lectures, Dr Neve (85 students). 


3. Anatomy C22: Patients and Doctors in History, 
21 lectures, Dr Porter (40 students). 
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4. Anatomy C110: Basic Medical Science and Clinical Medicine 
in Eighteenth- and Nineteenth-Century Society, 


20 lectures, Dr Lawrence (30 students). 


5. Anatomy C111: Medicine in Modern Society, 
20 lectures, Dr Hardy (32 students). 


6. Anatomy B12: Man's Place in Nature: The Debate in Britain 1750-1900, 
20 lectures, Mr McGeachie (35 students). 


7. Anatomy C116: Colonial and Empire Medicine, 
20 lectures, Dr Wear (24 students). 


As mentioned above, students also prepare an individual half-unit research 
project supervised by members of staff. These involve original research and 
are examined orally at the end of the year by staff from the Unit together with 
the external examiners, who, in 1990-91, were Dr Roger French, Head of the 
Wellcome Unit in Cambridge and Dr Stephen Jacyna from the Wellcome 
Unit in Manchester. The standard of many of the projects was high and this 
led the Section of the History of Medicine at the Royal Society of Medicine to 
initiate, at one of its regular meetings, a session devoted to student 
presentations. The presentations were given at the meeting of 3 April LOO Lay: 


three students from the 1989-90 course: 


Jonathan Goddard Naval surgeons at the end of the eighteenth century 
(Royal London) 


Pandora Wright Jewish East-End settlements and doctors 1870-1900

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Staff and students from the 1990-91 course joined with about forty members 
of the RSM section, and the presentations were followed by dinner. The 


occasion was such a success that it will become an annual event. 


Members of staff also gave a course of ten lectures on diseases in history to 
first-year medical students of the joint UCL and Middlesex School of 
Medicine. Second-year medical students also do individual projects and each 


member of staff supervised one or two such projects for these students. 


Three intercollegiate history options are also offered by members of the 
Wellcome Unit. Dr Neve teaches a special subject paper on "The Theme of 
Degeneration in Late Nineteenth-century Science, Medicine and Culture’, Dr 
Porter offers an optional paper on 'Mental Disorder and Psychiatry in Britain, 
1660-1860', and Dr Wear offered a new paper on ‘Health, Illness and Welfare 
in England, 1550-1750'. Enrolment ranged between ten and 25 for each of 
these options, available to history and other students from the various colleges 


within London University. 


As in previous years, members of the Unit are also involved in other 
educational programmes. Dr Neve teaches the history of science component 
of the M.A. in Victorian Studies at Birkbeck College, and Drs Bynum and 
Porter (with Dr David Armstrong of Guy's Hospital) have offered for the 
twelfth year their summer course at the Institute for undergraduates and 
medical students from Union College, Schenectady, New York, on the 


development of medicine and the National Health Service in Great Britain. 
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iv The Academic Programme 


The Academic Unit's vigorous programme of symposia, seminars, discussion 
groups and public lectures has provided over the past few years an important 
focus for Institute activities as well as providing the basis for a steady stream of 
published volumes. The disruptions consequent on the redevelopment of the 
Wellcome Building have necessitated several changes in the programme, such as 
the temporary suspension of the public lecture series, but the programme as a 


whole continues to enjoy widespread participation. 


The thematic research seminar continued as ‘Medical Lives and Practice’, a 
tribute to its success during the previous academic year. As before, it was 
organised by Drs Lawrence and Neve. Between the Institute and the Wellcome 
Unit in Manchester about half the speakers were home grown, but two 
Americans, Professor Thomas Bonner (Wayne State University) and Professor 
Henrika Kuklick (University of Pennsylvania), also contributed seminars, as did 
Dr Roger Smith from Lancaster University and Dr Daniel Pick from Queen 
Mary and Westfield College, London. Sir Christopher Booth enlightened his 
audience on John Haygarth and the American Pestilence, and one participant 
remarked that Drs Neve and Turner had raised so many fascinating issues about 
the career of Sir James Crichton-Browne that he should have been the subject of 
the symposium rather than a seminar. Among other lives which were explored 
were those of I.M. Sechenov, J.S. Haldane, Thomas Sydenham, John Langdon 
Down and John Allen. Devotion to the seminar is maintained despite the 


thoroughly uncongenial setting in the Institute's library. 


If the audience goes above about fifteen, which it generally does, the seminar 
room at University College feels cramped and stuffy. Nevertheless, the UC 
seminar successfully completed its seventeenth year; it was inaugurated in 1974 


by Roy Porter, then a Research Fellow in Cambridge. Those who were there 
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will remember that the cooling system worked better in those days. The UC 
seminar is non-thematic and so actually turns up a nice variety of topics and 
approaches. This year was no exception. Topics ranged from Galen to 
molecular biology, from the erotic in the Quattrocento to supine hypotension 
syndrome, from Harriet Martineau in the sick room to Richard Owen in the 
shadow of the archetype. Speakers were equally far-flung: they came from 
Australia (Nicolaas Rupke from Canberra, Roderick Home from Melbourne, 
John Gascoine from Sydney); from North America (Don Beecher from Ottawa, 
Doris Zallen from Virginia Polytechnic Institute and State University); and the 
Continent (Gotthard Strohmaier from Berlin) as well as one of the island parts 
of the new Europe (Michael Hunter from Birkbeck College, London, Sylvana 
Tomaselli and Alison Winter from Cambridge, David Zuck from Enfield and 
Christopher Lawrence from Tavistock House). In the middle Wednesday of the 
academic year, in medias res, Professor Arthur Imhof of the Free University 
Berlin delivered a special lecture on '"Ars Moriendi": the art of dying well - 500 


years ago and today’. 


If Wednesdays are seminar days, Tuesdays are for the Work-in-Progress 
seminar, where at some point virtually everyone who occupies a desk in the 
postgraduate centre performs before an audience which is mostly family. The 
seminar gives staff an opportunity to hear what the research students and 
Fellows and visiting scholars have been doing, and the speaker's peers the 
chance to turn out and show support. The series is organised by Dr Porter, 
who encourages speakers to talk about their research rather than simply read a 
paper, and enforces a strict limit of one hour on the session. He is successful 


in the second aim if not always in the first. 


Professor Donald Light's lecture series has already been mentioned. Professor 
J.J. Bylebyl also visited for a month, as part of the ongoing exchange 


programme between the Wellcome Institute and its sister Institute at Johns 
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Hopkins University. He gave an informal series of seminars on medieval and 


Renaissance medicine, based on his own pioneering researches. 


Tuesdays and Wednesdays have been accounted for. Friday is the usual day 


for symposia. There were no fewer than seven held in 1990-91:

The academic year started on a high note, with the symposium on Medical 
Journals, held at the Royal Institution as part of an extensive celebration of the 
150th anniversary of the founding of the British Medical Journal, the most 
widely read and readable medical journal in Britain. A knowledgeable 


audience ensured that the discussion was informed and lively, and a published 
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volume will give the papers an even wider audience. Speakers at the 
symposium were treated to a dinner at the Banqueting House, Whitehall. Dr 
Bynum sat next to Dr Alex Comfort and Sir Richard Doll. Although one is 
known to the public mostly for the joys of sex, and the other to the profession 
for the pains of smoking, it turns out that these two wonderful characters have 
been friends for roughly half a century, and it was only to be hoped that the 


conversation at other tables was half as entertaining. 


Two of the other symposia have formed the nucleus of volumes to be 
published, and two other points are worth noting: the splendid variety of 
themes and the demonstration that the London Centre is more than simply a 
vehicle for co-ordinating the M.Sc. programme. Two additional symposia on 
Revolutions in Science and Getting the Big Picture were organised by 
members of the Centre and attended by staff and students of the Institute. 
Despite the fact that there were five separate venues, attendance was gratifying, 
and applicants had to be turned away from one symposium due to lack of 


Space. 


The vigour of the discipline in Great Britain is displayed by the variety of 
symposia speakers, most of whom came from this country. It is also 
symptomatic of the outlook of the Wellcome Institute, and generosity of the 
Wellcome Trustees, that speakers from abroad can be invited to participate. 
Among those during the past year were Professor John Burnham (Ohio State 
University), Dr Elizabeth Knoll (University of California Press), Professor 
Matthew Ramsey (Vanderbilt University), Dr Maria Szlatky (Semmelweis 
Museum, Budapest), Professor Norman Gevitz (University of Illinois), Dr 
Antoinette Emch-Deriaz (University of Mississippi), Dr Enrique Perdiguero 
(University of Alicante), Professor John Scarborough (University of 
Wisconsin), Mr Rudi Mattee (University of California, Los Angeles), Dr 
Andreas-Holger Maehle (Georg-August Universitat Géttingen), Dr John 
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Parascandola (National Library of Medicine, Bethesda), Ms Caroline Acker 
(University of California, San Francisco), Dr Russell Smith (University of 
Melbourne), Professor Stanley Reiser (University of Texas), Professor Tom 
Beauchamp (Georgetown University, Washington, D.C.), Professor Robert 
Veatch (Georgetown University), Professor Ulrich Trohler (Georg-August 
Universitat Gottingen), Professor Bruce Moran (University of Marburg), 
Professor J.J. Bylebyl (Johns Hopkins University), Professor Thomas Laqueur 
(University of California, Berkeley), Professor Angus McLaren (University of 


Victoria), and Professor George Mosse (Emeritus, University of Wisconsin). 


There can be no doubt that the Wellcome Institute has been adversely affected 
by the diaspora. Nevertheless, it should also be clear from this report that 
there is no sense in which the Institute is simply ‘on hold’. For material 
resources we are grateful to the Wellcome Trustees and to Dr P.O. Williams, 
whose retirement is noted elsewhere in this report and more formally in 
Medical History (vol. 35, p.452), and for much more than simply moral 
support, to Professor Geoffrey Burnstock, Chairman of the Department of 


Anatomy and Developmental Biology at University College. 
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i General 
The year under review was a quiet one, compared to the remembered 
excitements of the move from the ‘old’ Wellcome Building, and those 


anticipated when the final return to the 'new' accommodation is achieved. 


Bentley House settled into its temporary role as ‘public’ library. Its facilities in 
this respect are clearly less than ideal, but work considerably better than some 
had feared. The staff are to be congratulated on the generally cheerful way in 


which they have made the best of their tightly-packed circumstances. 


The number of readers increased steadily through the year, especially as the 
academic session got under way. We shall never know how many readers were 
‘lost’ forever as a result of the previous year's move, or through failure to 
negotiate the entry system at the front door. Towards the end of the year the 
Reading Room began to become uncomfortably full, and plans were made to 


find extra reader-accommodation in the arctic conditions of the book stacks. 


Although suffering the inevitable inconveniences of separation from the main 
body of colleagues, staff at Tavistock House South were able to enjoy the 


peace of offices protected from the noise and bustle of Euston Road. 


ii Administration 

On 14 January 1991 Philomena Gibbons joined the staff as Administrative 
Assistant to the Librarian in his capacity as Chairman of the Institute's 
Management Committee. With the departure of Steve Emberton to manage 
the Wellcome Centre for Medical Science, the Management Committee was 
reduced to two - Dr Bynum, Head of the Academic Unit and Eric Freeman, 


Librarian. A Committee of two may or may not conform with the laws of 
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meetings’ but, notwithstanding, the arrangement seems to be working. The 
advent of Philomena, coupled with the appointment of Anne Van der Spelt to 
oversee wordprocessing support, has contributed enormously to the smooth 


running of the Institute during a disturbing period of change and uncertainty. 


Robin Price's secretary, Sarah Burbridge, left on 26 October 1990. Her 
successor, Jan Pinkerton, after some months as a temp, was appointed to the 


staff on 8 April 1991. 


iii Staff 

Early Printed Books welcomed Gerald Beasley as Assistant Curator on 
11 February 1991, as a long-awaited replacement for Katy Hooper. 
Miriam Miller joined the Department on 4 February 1991 as Project 


Manager for the Retrospective Conversion of the pre-1851 catalogue record. 


Clare Dunne joined Iconography as Secretarial Assistant to the Photographic 
Service on 8 October 1990. Changes to the staffing of the Videodisc Project 
involved the arrival of Johanna Cheetham on 6 February and Vera Wong on 
4 March 1991. Richard Dawson gave his services to the same project from 


25 January to 1 March 1991. 


1 February 1991 saw the return of Klif Fuller to Euston from Enfield, to 
become Stack Manager for Modern Medicine & Bibliographic Services 
Department. His place as Store Supervisor at Enfield was taken by Mick 
Gomez. Derek Scoins and Sarah Bakewell joined the Department on 5 and 


19 August respectively as Library Assistants. 


Western MSS Department lost Richard Palmer to Lambeth Palace Library 
on 27 March 1991, only to recruit Richard Aspin (Archivist at Lambeth) as 
the replacement Curator on 2 September 1991. Keith Moore, formerly 

Archivist of the Royal Society, arrived on 3 December 1990 to fill the newly 
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created post of Assistant Curator in this Department. 


Judith Barker left Reader Services on 12 October 1990 to take up a post at 
the Loughton branch of Essex County Library. She was replaced by Janice 
Wilson who transferred from the Academic Unit where she was Dr Bynum's 
research assistant. Caroline Peck left on 31 January 1991 to go to the 
Languages Library of the Central London Polytechnic. She, in turn, was 


replaced by Karen Pettersen on 4 April 1991. 


At the end of March 1991, after nearly 36 years’ service, Pat Hully retired 
from the editorship of Current Work in the History of Medicine. Pat joined the 
staff of what was then known as the Wellcome Historical Medical Library in 
May 1955. Her editorship of the quarterly indexing journal Current Work was 
to be the major preoccupation of her career. Its current position as one of the 
leading bibliographical tools in the field owes almost everything to Pat Hully's 
years of dedicated and selfless service. She always bore the main burden of 
gathering and ordering references and seeing the copy through the press to 
relentless deadlines. The scholarly world of medical history owes an immense 


debt of gratitude to a fine professional librarian. 


iv Departments and Services 

1. Conservation 

Barbara Luff and Ann Spreadbury continued their life of theoretical study and 
practical work at West Dean College, Sussex. Tony Bish's time was divided 
between a major survey of library conservation needs and the design of the 
new workshop facilities which will eventually be built in Bentley House. In 
anticipation of the new facilities authorisation was obtained for the purchase 
of four major items of equipment: a fume-cupboard for chemicals and 
solvents; a heated sink for washing paper; a low-pressure suction table for 


holding paper artefacts flat during conservation; and a humidification 
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chamber to relax cellulose-based materials without the sometimes 
inappropriate use of wetting or dampening agents. A survey of the large folio 
collection (approximately 2,565 items) revealed that 5% of them required 
urgent treatment. A similar survey of Oriental Collections was put in train, 
and is expected to reveal a need for large-scale conservation. The conservation 
survey results are graded into (a) volumes in need of urgent attention, (b) 
those with serious but stable damage, (c) volumes with minimal damage which 


may require only boxing and (d) volumes in sound condition.

Three hundred or so volumes were bound and/or conserved during the year by 


external, commercial binders. 


The Head of Conservation attended a Bausch & Lomb seminar on 'Thin-film 
dichroic filters’. These filters are used to reduce ultraviolet radiation levels for, 
e.g., materials on exhibition. In August he travelled to Sweden for the 
Conference of the International Association of Conservators of Archival 
Material, Books and Graphic Art on Paper. Among other useful meetings 
attended was a two-day seminar on ‘Textiles and paper: the common ground’, 


arranged by the Scottish Society for Conservation and Restoration. 


2. Contemporary Medical Archives Centre

The accession of the year was undoubtedly the magnificent archive of the 


Physiological Society. It is physically large (3.75 cubic metres) and needs 


recataloguing. We are grateful to the Society for allocating £16,000 for this 


and related purposes. 


In February 1991 a revised edition of the consolidated accessions list was 


published as A Guide to the Contemporary Medical Archives Centre. This has 


been widely distributed outside the Institute, but also serves as an in-house 


finding aid. 
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Fifty-six new readers consulted the collections; the total of readers (excluding 


staff) was 110, a healthy increase over last year's 53. 


The staff were, as usual, active in professional committee work, attendance at 
conferences and workshops. Lesley Hall developed her research into the 
history of sexuality and women in medicine, lecturing to audiences in London, 
Chapel Hill, North Carolina, and Harvard. Julia Sheppard participated as 
organiser and speaker in the Linnean Society Workshop on the archives of 
Nature Conservation (November 1990), and gave a paper on ‘Selecting and 
retaining historically significant materials’ to a Royal Society meeting on the 
Culture of Science, Technology and Medicine (October 1991). She escaped 
London's winter weather by accepting an invitation to visit the Christian 
Medical College and Hospital at Vellore, South India, during February 1991. 
There she surveyed, and subsequently reported on, the problems of that 


particular archive in a tropical climate. 


A full account of this Department's activities is included in its published 


Annual Report for the year under review. 


3. Current Work in the History of Medicine 

The retirement of Pat Hully, the editor, after a long career of exemplary 
service, is reported above (page 37). Notwithstanding such a major trauma, 
the quarterly indexing journal appeared in issues 147-150, indexing some 
9,137 articles and listing around 1,330 new publications. Consequential 


changes in the editorship and production of the journal are described below 


(pages 48-49). 


4. Early Printed Books 
The major event of the year was the start of the Retrospective Conversion 


Programme of the catalogue record of printed books published before 1851. 
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The Project Manager, Miriam Miller, took up her duties on 4 February 1991 
but, prior to this date, a considerable quantity of data from the Catalogue of 
Printed Books had been sent to OCLC headquarters in Dublin, Ohio, for 
processing. By the end of 1991 all data from the printed catalogues and M-R 


typescript had been supplied for conversion into machine-readable form. 


By the end of September 1991 computer records for 19,531 unique items had 
been completed by OCLC. Of these records 6,913 represented items new to 
the On-Line Union Catalog (OLUC) database, offering a ‘hit-rate’ of just over 
63% for items already recorded there. Approximately 47,000 titles remain to 


be processed. 


Volumes acquired during the year numbered 308, including a collection of 
193 early nineteenth-century doctoral theses on dental and stomatological 
subjects. There was one acquisition of special note: Jacques Gamelin, 
Nouveau recueil d ostéologie et de myologie, 2 vols. in one, Toulouse: J.F. 
Desclassan, 1779; purchased at Sotheby's on 20 November 1990 jointly with 


the Iconographic Department. 


Work on copy (disc-copy) for the printed catalogue was affected by staff 
concentration on matters retroconversive. Editing up to the end of Q 


(authors' names) was nearly completed and proof-reading of R begun. 


Six items were lent to the Royal Institution in February 1991 for an exhibition 
on diabetes, and one book went to the Institution of Electrical Engineers in 
September for its exhibition to celebrate the bicentenary of the birth of 
Michael Faraday. 


In January 1991 the Curator attended an open meeting held at the Library 


Association headquarters to discuss the survey of rare book cataloguing 
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practices in the British Isles, carried out by the Rare Books Group in 1990. In 
August he also joined a working party which visited the London University 
Library's depository at Egham, in order to carry out a sampling exercise and 


advise on future policy. 


5. Iconographic Collections & Photographic Service 

Over and above its everyday activities with readers and telephone enquirers, 
the Department tackled three large special projects: the organisation of the 
prints hitherto at the Enfield Store; planning for the hanging of paintings and 
prints in the public rooms and corridors of the new Wellcome Building; and 
the creation of a large database of images and text providing access to the 
Iconographic Collections using a videodisc harnessed to a computerised 


catalogue. 


The (Enfield) Prints Project was initiated in August 1990. Since then the 
staff responsible have succeeded in unpacking and sorting the contents of 57 
boxes and seventeen large crates, putting into folders individual items, shelving 
them in Bentley House, and creating location-lists to provide for their 
retrieval. These labours have resulted in a massive enhancement of the range, 
depth, and accessibility of the Iconographic Collections, and have provided 
opportunities for the Library to enrich any number of projects, including the 
teaching of the history of tropical medicine, the study of print techniques, and 
the improvement of the Wellcome Building's interior with items of historical 


and aesthetic interest. 


A Hanging Schedule for the new Wellcome Building was prepared. In spite of 
buffetings by changes of use and decisions reached by other planning 
committees, enough remained to achieve the beginnings of implementation. 
The entrance to Bentley House benefited from the Department's efforts to 


dignify it with gilded lettering announcing the existence of the Library and 
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commemorating the work of the building's eponym, the classical scholar 


Richard Bentley, D.D.,F.R.S. 


By the end of the year under review the staff working on the Iconographic 
Collections Videodisc Project had prepared 33,000 documents for 
photography. The pressure generated by the need to keep the photographers 
supplied with material dictated a postponement of cataloguing until the 
completion of their work early in 1992. Investigations towards a suitable 
medium for creating, storing and retrieving the text database narrowed the 
eventual choice to the Library's URICA system, refined by the newly 
developed Advanced Programmer's Toolkit, which is in course of further 
specification and validation. This Project is well on the way to achieving its 


target of up to 55,000 images on videodisc. 


Six external exhibitions were serviced during the year. The Department was 
the largest lender to the exhibition A mirror for medicine held at the BMA 
from 2 October to 16 November 1990 to celebrate the 150th Anniversary of 
the British Medical Journal. The exhibition Solomon J. Solomon R.A., held at 
the Ben Uri Art Gallery, London, from 28 October to 18 November 1990, 
included two paintings from the collections. Six items feanived ings Arai’ 
Model in British Art from Lely to Etty, held at Nottingham University Art 
Gallery from 30 April to 31 May 1991, and at the Iveagh Bequest, Kenwood, 
from 18 June to 31 August 1991. This exhibition was seen by 29,000 people 
at Kenwood alone. Other contributions were made to an Arts Council 
travelling exhibition; and to the Cecil Higgins Art Gallery and Museum at 
Bedford. 


The greater number of acquisitions during the year was accounted for by 
moving films, but the collections were also enhanced by two remarkable 


groups of anatomical figures: the magnificent suite of 96 etched and 
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crayon-manner prints produced by Jacques Gamelin in his rare Nouveau 


recueil, Toulouse, 1779, purchased in concert with the Early Printed Books 


Department, and a set of six Indic drawings forming an idiosyncratic version 


of the ‘Alexandrian (or "Five-figure") Series’. The four allegories of Anglo- 


American collaboration on the Human Genome Project, by Bill Sanderson, 


enlarged the range of techniques and subjects represented in the Library.

The Curator was deeply involved with internal committees planning the 
return to the new building. His outside commitments included membership 
of a committee raised by the Committee on the Public Understanding of 
Science for the purpose of planning an exhibition on ‘Science in Art’. He 
supervised the research of an M.Phil. candidate, Miss Patricia Archer, on the 


history of medical illustration. 


During the year planning was completed for the reorganisation of the 
Photographic Service and its eventual transfer to the Centre for Medical 
Science, to serve the wider interests of the Wellcome Trust and the anticipated 


growth in public demand for photographic services. 


6. Modern Medicine & Bibliographic Services Department 

This Department acquired a major new responsibility to produce the quarterly 
indexing journal Current Work in the History of Medicine. In anticipation of 
Pat Hully's retirement in March 1991, Cathy Doggrell was promoted from 
Cataloguing Assistant to Senior Assistant (Current Work). Simon Pook was 
hired from the Manpower Agency for a period of six months to assist with the 
transition from manual to automated compilation. Before she left, Pat Hully 
compiled issues 148 and 149, and saw 148 to the press. Cathy saw 149 to 
press and was responsible for issues 150 and 151. With the change of 
editorship came changes in production method, layout and binding. Records 
for both journal articles and books were input to the main Library database. 
At the end of the relevant quarter, the records were selected, reformatted to 


produce files and indexes suitable for printing, downloaded to a PC and sent 
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to Derry's, the printers, on floppy disc. The old card subject catalogue 
(which was largely derived from Current Work) is now closed. Newly created 
records will continue to be retrievable by author, title and subject in the 
Online Public Access Catalogue. In the printed product, the old arrangement 
by which an article might appear more than once under different subject 
headings, changed to one in which each article appears once, under a very 
broad subject heading, supported by a contents page and a detailed subject 
index. The old stapled binding was replaced by perfect binding to 


accommodate the increased bulk. 


Between November 1990 and January 1991, 3,500 shelves of pamphlets, 
theses, ephemera, Medical Officer of Health Reports, and duplicate serials 
were moved from the Enfield Store to Bentley House, leaving the main serials 
collection at Enfield. The BMA basement store was emptied of some 2,000 
shelves of material which were moved to Enfield. Between February and May 
1991 the duplicate serials in Bentley House were sorted into alphabetical order 
so that they could be used to satisfy reader requests, while the main collection 


at Enfield was still being processed. 


The Modern Medicine Collection gained 263 new items. A major donation 
was a collection of some 10,000 European veterinary theses from the Central 


Veterinary Laboratory. 


Library automation made substantial progress during the year. New versions 
of URICA (2.3) and of the OPAC were loaded in January 1991. Transfer of 
the main OCLC database (approximately 120,000 records up to February 
1991) to URICA continued during 1991. Development work included the 
writing and implementation of programs to produce Current Work from 
URICA, programs to create an inventory of theses, and a set of programs to 


record invoice data and produce monthly acquisition statistics. 
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From the Library's point of view activity at the Enfield Store is mostly 
confined to the needs of Modern Medicine. It is appropriate to record, 
however, that the Supervisor at Enfield, Mick Gomez, has de facto 
responsibility not only for library materials but also for a mass of disparate 
impedimenta stored as a result of building operations. The largely 
unremarked, smooth operation of the Store contributes greatly to both 


particular Library, and general Trust, purposes. 


7. Oriental MSS & Printed Books 


Items added to the collections during the year numbered 453. 


The Curator completed the retrospective cataloguing of the pre-1851 Hebrew 
books, as well as his catalogue of Hebrew books printed between 1492 and 


1900, which contains 88 entries. 


Dr Hartmut Walravens, of the Staatsbibliothek Preussischer Kulturbesitz, 
Berlin, almost completed his catalogue of the Chinese Collection. Publication 


is looked for in the coming year. 


Dr Peter Kornecki, of Cambridge University Library, continued work on his 
union catalogue of pre-1868 Japanese books in Europe, which will include the 


Wellcome collection. 


The Associate Curator, Dr D. Wujastyk, completed draft copy of the second 
volume of his handlist of Sanskrit and Prakrit manuscripts, and began 
compiling material for volume three. He continued to serve as Secretary of 
the European Ayurvedic Society. Dr Wujastyk's other passion was represented 
by a paper to the UK TeX Users’ Group on 'Virtual Fonts' at the Royal 
Institution in February 1991. During March and April 1991 he spent five 


fruitful research weeks in India, visiting numerous individuals, institutions and 
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sites of medical history interest. In November 1990 he taught a seminar on 
Indian Medicine to the Society of Apothecaries Course, and in May 1991 a 
half-day seminar at the University of Exeter as part of an M.A. course on 
complementary medicine. In June 1991 he was invited to lecture at the 
University of Freiburg, where he spoke about problems of the transmission of 


knowledge in the history of Indian science. 


In an unusual role for a member of the Institute, Dr Wujastyk was called as an 
expert witness for the prosecution by the General Medical Council in a case 
against two practitioners accused of prescribing ‘Maharishi Ayurveda’ 
medicines to AIDS patients without demonstrating proper responsibility 
towards their patients and of making extravagant and unwarranted claims for 
the efficacy of their treatments. The two practitioners were subsequently 
struck off the Register. Editorial work included the preparation of Dr Jan 
Meulenbeld's History of Sanskrit Medical Literature as the first volume in The 
Wellcome Asian Series. A critical edition and translation of the alchemical 
work Rasendracudamani of Somadeva was proposed to the Royal Asiatic 
Society for the same series, and another work, by Dr Don Harper on Chinese 


medical manuscripts, was accepted for publication. 


Professor David Pingree, of Brown University, worked on relevant Wellcome 


manuscripts for his forthcoming Census of the Exact Sciences in Sanskrit. 


Mr Somadasa, lately of the British Library, catalogued 35 Singhalese palm-leaf 


manuscripts. 


8. Reader Services 
The number of readers increased steadily through the year, which may 
indicate that the Library is recovering from the trauma of last year's move and 


consequent closure. The number of readers taking advantage of late opening 
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on Tuesdays and Thursdays remains modest, but observation suggests that 
these periods are particularly valuable to registered undergraduate students and 


the Institute's core researchers. 


The temporary public Reading Room in Bentley House served its purpose 
well in spite of somewhat cramped conditions and the need to use mobile 
shelving for the open-access reference books. The Student Loan Collection 
was, as always, under pressure. A total of 137 new titles were added, 69 
additional copies purchased, and 1,944 loan transactions entered. In 
anticipation of the automation which will eventually reach all readers, students 


were issued with barcoded tickets. 


The Historical Collections acquired 1,618 items, including 171 gifts. Nearly 
2,000 catalogue records were added to the OCLC database. 


9. Western Manuscripts 

The year was one of major change in the administration of the Department. 
The new post of Assistant Curator was filled in December 1990 with the 
arrival of Keith Moore, formerly archivist to the Royal Society. At the end of 
March 1991 Dr Richard Palmer, the Curator, left to take the post of Librarian 
of Lambeth Palace Library. Dr Richard Aspin arrived in September 1991 to 
fill his place.

The significant deposit of the year was of the collection of papers of Sir 
Thomas Barlow (1845-1945), President of the Royal College of Physicians 
from 1910 to 1915 and physician to Queen Victoria, Edward VII and George 
V, deposited by Dr Andrew Barlow, his grandson. This important collection 
complements the Barlow papers donated to the Library many years ago by 
Miss Helen Barlow. In addition, the Hunterian Society deposited two letters 


of William Babington, 1809, 1824. 


Gifts comprised three prescription books belonging to T. Burden and Co., of 
Bloomsbury, dispensing chemists, 1863-1911, presented by Dr Virginia 
Berridge; and notebooks, papers and photographs of Dr Lyon Falkener (1867- 
1947), including case notes from the Western Fever Hospital, Fulham, and 


Claybury Asylum, Essex, 1861-1939, presented by Lieut. Col. M.B. Portman. 
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About the same number of individual readers used the collections as during the 
year 1989-90, perhaps indicating that the move to Bentley House is still affecting 
the postponement of research by some scholars. Dr Vivian Nutton held an 


evening palaeography class for classics students, using a range of western mss. 


A total of 748 manuscripts were catalogued (MSS 6063 to 6811). Most of these 
will be included in Dr Richard Palmer's supplementary catalogue to be published 
during 1992. In addition, MSS 141 to 169 of the Medical Society of London, 
acquired with the rest of the MSL collection in 1984, were catalogued as Western 
MSS 6147-6177. A number of autograph letters (48) were catalogued, and two 


added to the manuscript sequence. 


The appointment of Keith Moore had a marked impact on the Department's 
programme of listing. Eight lists were completed during the year, including the 
extensive archive of Ticehurst House Hospital. All lists are available in the 
Reading Room, and were circulated to the National Register of Archives. Kaye 
Bagshaw listed the papers of Albert Lee Ward (born c. 1836), Red Cross worker 


(MS 6243) as a contribution to her Library Association registration programme. 


10. Medical Archives & Manuscripts Survey (MAMS) 

Two important decisions concerning this project were taken during the year. 
First, in view of the vast number of entries and their variable state of 
completion, it was determined to concentrate on finalising the London section 
in preparation for publication. Secondly, following a report by Keith Moore 
in January 1991 on the project database, it became clear that this process of 
editing would most conveniently be undertaken via a word processor. The 
London entries on the database were therefore downloaded and the members 
of the Committee (Julia Sheppard, Bill Bynum, Richard Aspin, Keith Moore 
and Lesley Hall) were allocated specific tasks and targets for completion so as 
to kick-start the project into life. Richard Palmer kindly contributed an entry 


for Lambeth Palace Library.
